Hitlerism W ill Be Stopped” 
Declares Pres. Roosevelt; Calls 
Some Labor Leaders ‘Menace’

Washington, Oct. 28 (A P)— President Roosevelt damned 
the torpedoes and called for full speed ahead today in the 
nation’s efforts to hasten “the destruction of Hitlerism.” 
In a Navy Day address that went to the four corners of 
the earth by radio, the Chief Executive declared last night 
that “the shooting has started” . . . America has been a t­ 
tacked.” 
Then he used for his keynote the fighting words which 
Admiral F arrag u t gave to history in the battle of Mobile Bay. 
To Help Axis Foes 
He pledged th a t m ilitary supplies of all kinds would reach 
Hitler’s foes, despite all Nazi sea war threats, and he added 
; with firm assurance: 
“ In the light of a good many years of personal experi­ 
ence, I say th a t it can never be doubted th a t the goods will 
be delivered by this nation, whose Navy believes in the tradi­ 
tion of ‘Damn the torpedoes; full speed ahead!’ ” 
He told the world th a t “the forward march of Hitlerism 
can be stopped— and it will be stopped.” 
“Destroy Hitlerism” 
“ Very simply and very bluntly,” he said,” “•—we are 
I pledged to pull our own oar in the destruction of Hitlerism.” 
He called attention to his order commanding the Navy to 
“shoot on sight,” whenever Axis raiders are encountered. 
“Those o r d e r s stand,” he said sternly.

At the very outset Mr. Roosevelt 
indicted Hitler for attacking ship­ 
ping in “areas close to the Amer­ 
icas in the north and south At­ 
lantic." 
He cited the loss of American mer­ 
chantmen and the two torpedo at­ 
tacks on U. S. destroyers—the un­ 
successful one on the Greer, and 
the one that damaged the Kearny, 
killing eleven and wounding ten of 
her crew. 
“We have wished to avoid shoot­ 
ing," he said. “But the shooting has 
started. 
And history has recorded 
who fired the first shot. In the long 
run, however, all that will matter 
is who fired the last shot,” 
Mr. Roosevelt referred in ironic 
tones to Hitler’s frequent protesta­ 
tions “ that his plans for conquest 
do not extend across the Atlantic 
ocean." 


Has Secret Nazi Map 


“But," he commented, “his sub­ 
marines and raiders prove otherwise. 
And so does the entire design of his 
world order. 
“For example, I have in my pos­ 
session a secret map made in G er­ 
many by Hitler’s governm ents by 
the planners of the new world order. 
It Is a map of South America and a 
part of Central America, as Hitler 
proposes to reorganize it. 
“Today in this arca there are 
fourteen separate countries 
the geographical experts in Berlin, 
however, have ruthlessly obliterated 
all existing boundary lines.
